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Kerens makes way for Goodlow Park

KERENS - The Kerens City 


Council last night waived part 
of 
Its 
extra-territorial 


jurisdiction so that Goodlow 
Park residents can begin in- 
corporation proceedings. 


GoodiowTark is an all-black 


community of several hundred 
persons located south of Kerens 
on Farm Road 309. 


Goodlow Park residents first 


approached the City of Kerens 
several months ago to discuss 
the planned incorporation and 
at that time asked for a waiver 
of 
Kerens' 
extra-territorial 


jurisdiction. 
At 
a 
special 


meeting 
Sept. 
28, William 


Bryant, 
representing 
the 


community, snowed the council 
with an aerial 
photograph 


outlining the proposed area to 
be incorporated. 
The west 


boundary of the proposed in- 
corporation 
area 
was 


questioned by the council at that 
time, and an alternative west 
boundary was suggested. 


ALTHOUGH attorney Stanley 


Morris, representing Goodlow 
Park residents, told the council 
last night that "we're here in 
support of the original request 
we made," the Kerens council 


succeeded In altering the west 
boundary line, excluding a 
portion of the W.P. Ingram land 
from 
the 
proposed 
In- 


corporation area. 


Councilman Don Paschal said 


that all the council would like to 
exclude all the Ingram land 
because "he (Ingram) doesn't 
want to be in Goodlow Park." 


Morris told the council that 


the total proposed area to be 
incorporated is "about a mile 
and a half square." 


Morris said the next step in 


the incorporation process will 
be to ask the county com- 
missioners' court to call a 
special election so that Goodlow 
Park residents can vote on the 
matter. 


In 
other 
business, 
City 


Administrator 
Kenneth Ray 


reported on the Community 
Development Block Grant and 
told the 
council 
that 
the 


Environmental 
Protection 


Agency is holding up final 
payment on the city's new 
sewage treatment plant In the 
amount of $27,000. He said there 
is some question as to whether 
car washes, laundromats and 
restaurants should be placed in 
a different rate schedule, and 
that the Texas Water Quality 
Board and EPA will have to 


work out the matter. Ray 
suggested that the council write 
a letter to its Congressman 
asking for assistance in the 
matter. 
THE 
COUNCIL 
also 


discussed a complaint filed by 
Bill Fletcher concerning two 
residences in his neighborhood 
which he said pose a possible 
health hazard. The council 
asked John Jackson to call the 


health department on behalf of 
the city to see what can be done. 


In final business, the council 


appointed Bill Stephenson to 
serve on the Kerens Housing 
Authority board.

Documented information on 


the Jewish people and the 
Jewish religion has been made 
available 
to the Corsicana 


Public Library for the first 
time. 


An 18 volume set of En- 


cyclopaedia 
Judaica, 
con- 


taining 
the documented in- 


formation, 
was 
recently 


donated to the library by Mr. 
and Mrs. Jay Silverberg of 
Corsicana in memory of Mrs. 
Silverberg's parents K. Wolens 
and Ida Wolens. 


The set, which was published 


in Israel, is the first Jewish 
encyclopaedia published since 
1903. 


"This is the authentic en- 


cyclopedia 
on ancient 
and 


modern Jewish information and 
it is all documented," Silver- 
berg said. 


"SINCE THE Middle East is 


in the news so much, we felt the 
people 
in 
Corsicana and 


Navarro County should have 
documented 
information on 


Jewish life and religion," he 
said. 


"Since 
so much misin- 


formation is being broadcast, 
we felt that the Corsicana 
Public Library was the best 
place for 
people to get that 


documented information," he 
said. 


Silverberg related that he 


receives many telephone calls 
from people wanting to know 
about 
the various Jewish 


festivals and religious holidays. 


Silverberg 
recalled that 


several years ago he was ap- 
proached to buy a set of the 
encyclopedia. 


Before purchasing a set, he 


said he went to Dallas and saw a 
complete set at a synagogue 
there. "We not only bought one 
complete set, but bought one for 
our family," he said. 


"Judaism 
is 
mainly a 


religion, but now that Israel is a 
nation it is, in effect, a nation 
also," he said. 


Silverberg said he feels that it 


is esential that the United 
States support Israel. 


"THE UNITED States has a 


big stake in the Middle East. 
Israel is the only Democracy in 
the Middle East and if it falls, 
Russia will take over and then 
we'll really be in trouble," he 
said. 


Silverberg said that he is very 


optimistic about the Jewish 
faith. 


"There 
are 
more 
young 


people 
coming back to the 


religious faith of their parents 
and grandparents whereas a 


generation 
ago, they were 


moving away from it," he said. 


"I attribute that to the fact 


that young people are getting 
more 
serious minded and 


getting back to the basics" he 
said. 


Silverberg said that this is a 
getting 
back to the 
basic 


teachings of the three religions 
of Christanity, Judaism, and 
Mohammedanism which are 
based on the Old Testament. 


"Without the Old Testament, 


we would not have any of the 
other religions," he said. 


"THE YOUNG people now 


are smarter than they were. 
I'm very optimistic about the 
young people, but a lot of people 
think they are going down the 
drain, "he said. 


"They are showing a sense of 


responsibility and with it, they 
want the benefits," he said. 


"In recent years, our Jewish 


faith has taken a tremendous 
turn. There used to be Or- 
thodox,' Conservative 
and 


Reform Jews. The Reform and 
Conservative are coming very 
close together and becoming 
more conservative whereas a 
generation or two ago the 
reform was more libers. 


Silverberg noted that he does 


not think the Jewish faith will 
undergo any major changes.

According to Ballenger, the 


city spent a year trying to ob- 
tain the necessary right-of-way 
to straighten Oak Grove, but 
was eventually turned down by 


property owners. 


Starting with the present 


street beds, Ballenger said that 
the city holds varrying right-of- 
ways on the three streets, which 
would result in a street with 
varying width and which would 
be too narrow at points. 


Ballenger said the city could 


build an 18 to 20 foot wide street 
as a connector, but that the 
improved condition of the street 
would encourage more traffic, 


Iranians plan to appeal

No contest pleas were entered 


for the 57 Iranians scheduled for 
trial Monday and defense at- 
torneys say all 78 cases of 
disorderly 
conduct will 
be 


appealed to county court. 


The 57 were fined $50 plus 


$6.50 costs by peace Justice 
G.W. O'Neal. 


The decision to appeal was 


made late Monday in Houston 
several hours after the 1 p.m. 
starting time for trial of 57 
Iranians arrested on May 31 at 
Navarro College. Twenty-one 
Iranians were found guilty 
Thursday by a jury and fined 


$200 each. 


County Judge Rob Dunn said 


Monday the 
78 cases will 


probably be set for the January 
docket. Dunn added that unless 
an agreement is made between' 
the prosecution and the defense, 
all 78 cases will have to be tried 
separately. No such agreement 
has yet been made. 


Defense 
attorney Nancy 


Hormachea 
phoned the no 


contest pleas to O'Neal late 
Monday from Houston. Defense 
counsel Robin Collins said the 
delay in reaching a decision 
was caused by confusion over 
what kind of deal was being 
offered by District Attorney Pat 


Batchelor. 


Collins said he understood 


Friday 
that Batchelor was 


offering 
$5 fines if the 57 


Iranians due for trial Monday 
would plead guilty. Collins said 
Monday he found out the deal 
for the small fine included a 
promise of no appeal and the 
defense could not agree. 


If the Iranians lose their case 


in county court, according to 
Batchelor they could appeal to 
the Texas Court of Criminal 
Appeals in Austin. He added 
that the appeal was open only if 
the fine assessed in county 
court was greater than $100. 


"If the fine is less than $100," 


he explained," then that's it. 
They've used up their appeal." 


making the narrow width of the 
street a problem. 


Ballenger said that Corsicana 


does have the money for the 
three streets and that they are 
definitely part of the bond 
project. He further said that the 
city is working on getting the 
streets paved and that since the 
city didn't sell any of its bonds 
until 1973, the five-year bond 
limitation has yet to expire.

College studies further 
action against Iranians

No decision has been made by 


Navarro College officials as to 
whether or not the Iranian 
students found guilty Thursday 
of making too much noise on the 
Navarro campus last spring 
will face further punishment by 
the college. 


Under college 
regulations, 


any student found guilty of an 
offense in a court of law could 
face further punitive actions by 
the college. 


But Dean of Student Services 


Steve Gardner today said he 
was still attempting to Identify 
NC students from the list of 
those either convicted or who 
pleaded no contest to the 
misdemeanor charges. 


TWENTY 
Iranians 
were 


found guilty of the Class C 
Misdemeanor in Justice of the 
Peace civil court last week for 
their part in the May 27 
demonstration at the college 
and 
were 
assessed 
the 


maximum allowable fine of **?" 
each for the offense. Another 
eight 
Iranians 
pleaded 
no 


contest in that case and were 
fined $50 each, plus $6.50 In 
court cost. 


Some 57 Iranians involved in 


the 
May 
31 demonstration 


pleaded no contest to similar 
charges 
Monday 
and 
im- 


mediately appealed their cases 
to County Court. They were 
fined $50 each, plus the court 
costs. 


"Right now, step one is for us 


to decipher which name Is that 
of a student and which is not," 
Gardner said. "The names 
many of these students were 
fined under are not the same 
names as they are enrolled in 
college under. In some cases, 
this is Just a spelling problem, 
so It's a matter of clarifying 
which of these people are 
students and which are not." 


Gardner said after that Is 


done, then the college must 
decide what action — if any — to 
take against the students. 


BUT HE emphasized that any 


action taken by the college 
against the students will be 
subject to full due process, 
giving the students a chance to 
respond to the action. 


"It's not going to just sneak 


up on them," Gardner said. 
"They have rights to due 


to see the charges in 
and to respond to 


process, 
writing 
them." 


When asked if such action 


would 
constitute 
"double 


Jeopardy" 
by, 
in 
effect, 


prosecuting the students twice 
for the same offense, Gardner 
said the college "has the op- 
tion" of taking action against 
any student found guilty of an 
offense in court. 


But, 
he 
emphasized, 
no 


decision as to whether or not the 
college will take action against 
the students will be made until 
after it is determined which of 
the convicted demonstrators 
are 
actually 
enrolled 
at 


Navarro. 


Out-of-state violators 
could spend jail time 
on speeding charges

Be prepared to spend the night in the county Jail if you get 


caught speeding, according to Peace Justice G.W. O'Neal. 


That is if you're from out-of-state. 
"They have to be carried before a judge right then to pay 


the fine," O'Neal explains. 


He says most out-of-state violaters pay their fine and go on. 


Some, though, post a $100 cash bond or a $200 appearance 
bond, O'Neal says. If the traffic offenders can't do either, 
O'Neal says, they have to wait around the Jail until they can 
get the money wired to them. 


According to O'Neal, some states have laws allowing the 


judge to hold the drivers license until the fine is paid or the 
case otherwise disposed of. Texas, however, does not allow 
the practice. 


The situation is not too different for interstate trucker's 


who get stopped. 


If the truckers get stopped for too long a load on their 18- 


wheelers or too heavy a load, they have to wait usually at the 
county jail parking lot, until they get a specific use permit or 
until they can get the load within the law some way. 


Often owners of the rigs will send another truck to split the 


load and the truckers have to wait for it to arrive. Evidence 
of the wait can be seen on many mornings with as many as 
eight trucks parked in the jail lot. 


O'Neal says the drivers usually don't get upset about the 


wait because they don't pay the fine. 


"We file the complaint against the driver, but it's usually 


the employer or owner who pays the fine. 


The specific use permits, issued by the Highway Depart- 


ment are very restrictive, O'Neal says. The permits, he 
says, are only valid on weekdays during daylight hours. 


"They tell you which roads to take. In fact, they outline the 


whole route the driver is to use to his destination," O'Neal 
said.

Two 
of the four photographs were of 
Iranians charged in both the 
May 27 demonstration at the 
college and the one May 31. All 
four were from the May 31 
group. 


"I had already testified and 


come off the stand when I went 
into the district attorney's of- 
fice," Massey said. He addad, 
"At no time did anyone look at 
any pictures. Nobody actually 
picked up the pictures and 
looked at them. I didn't perjure 
myself on the stand." 


Batchelor Monday said the 


photographs were in a closed 
envelope on a bookshelf next to 
his desk. 


"They apparently picked the 


envelope up, opened it, and laid 
them out on my desk," Bat- 
chelor said. 


Massey today said he didn't 


know 
anything 
about 
the 


photographs being in an en- 
velope. 


"When I went in there they 


were laying in a stack on the 
desk. I find it hard to believe an 
officer would pick something up 
in 
someone else's 
office," 


Massey said. 


The chief said the officers 


were already in the district 
attorney's office when he got 
there. He said nobody, Including 
the assistant district attorney, 
offered the photographs to the 
officers or told them to look at 
them. 


"Everybody 
just 
noticed 


them laying out on the desk," 
Massey said.

Fund agencies who are requesting UF allocations for the con- 
tinuation of their programs and services provided to Navarro 
County residents. The United Fund Campaign Goal this year is 
$142,000. 


Corsicana Day Care Center No. 2, a United Fund Agency, 


provides day care services and an educational program for 
children of working parents. 


The center is requesting $5,000 in funding. Last year it was 


allocated $3,700. 


The center, which operates Monday through Friday from 7:15 


a.m.-5 p.m., serves 63 children. 


"We could not make it without the United Fund money," Mrs. 


Mary Peterson, founder and operator of the nursery, said. 


She explains that the UF money helps the working mother who 


has other children she has to provide lunch money for. 


Mrs. Peterson said that {he money From The TJF provided to 


the nursery child allows the working mother to provide lunch 
money for her other children. 


In addition to hot meals, the UF money is used for the nur- 


sery's educational program to purchase books, learning 
materials, and educational games. 


The 24-year-old center which was founded by Mrs. Peterson, 


began at the Wesley Chapel CME Church. 


Mrs. Peterson recalled that the center began in the church 


after several houses in the neighborhood caught fire while the 
children who lived in them were attending a Bible School 
meeting at the church. 


Mrs. Peterson said that later ladies of the church with the 


encouragement of the pastor, N. D. Stewart, began a nursery in 
the church. 


She recalled that members of the community felt very for- 


tunate that the children were at Bible School and not in the 
homes when they caught fire.

Students love the symphony 


Every school student in 


Corslcana got the chance to 
hear the Dallas Symphony 
Orchestra at one of four student 
concerts held here Thursday, 
and for more than three-fourths 
of them it was their first ex- 
posure to a live symphony or- 
chestra. 


Students 
from 
the 
kin- 


dergarten level through high 
school seniors heard one of two 
groups of the symphony, which 
performed at both Corsicana 
High School and at Drane 
Middle School Thursday af- 
ternoon. 


At Drane, members of the 


DSO string section demon- 
strated the scope and con- 
tribution made to the orchestra 
by the string instruments, 
playing entire selections and 
then repeating fragments of 
each piece to illustrate to the 
students just what components 
made up a symphony selection. 


AT THE HIGH school, the 


brass, woodwinds and per- 
cussion joined the remainder of 
the string section to show 
students there how the different 
sounding instruments come 
together to build the symphonic 
sound. 


In the course of the presen- 


tation, led by trumpeter-turned- 
conductor Richard John Julio, 
the 
abbreviated symphony 


played snatches of familiar 
classical music and delighted 
both the elementary and high 
school crowd with a woodwind 
rendition of Scott Joplin's "The 
Entertainer." They also played 


a 
musical potpourri 
from 


foreign countries. 


The students at Drane payed 


close attention as guest con- 
ductor Dr. Chris Tiemeyer had 
brief solo passages played by 
the 
violin, the cello, and the 


string bass to demonstrate the 
sound of each instrument. 
Tiemeyer, chairman of the 
string department and the 
conducting department of the 
University of Utah, punctuated 
the program with questions he 
asked the students through the 
program. He is director of the 
University of Utah symphony 
and principal guest conductor of 
the Snowbird Festival and the 
Salt 
Lake City Symphony 


Orchestra. 


THE HIGH school crowds 


were also given a lesson in 
elementary instrument con- 
struction, with one member of 
the DSO brass section stepping 
forward to play a solo on a 
garden hose cut the same length 
of his French horn and a cellist 
performing with a string strung 
across a rectangular box with a 
sound hole cut Into it. 


Julio fielded questions before 


the high school performances 
ended, telling the high schoolers 
that the DSO averaged about 15 
years of practice on their 
various instruments. 


But the grade school students 


were more concerned with the 
size of the instruments and one 
youngster, getting to the point 
wondered when the symphony 
was going to play "The Lone 
Ranger ". 


The youngster didn't have 


long to wait, though, as "The 
William Tell Overture" was the • 
finale for both performances at 
the high school. 


The Drane concerts saw more 


than 1,800 students attending 
the two afternoon concerts and 
in all, more than 4,500 students 
heard the symphony perform, 
'Every 
CISD 
and 
Collins 


Catholic School student will get 
one more opportunity to hear 
the symphony before the end of 
the school year. 


SYMPHONY Guild Chairman 


Gus Nelson, in opening remarks 
•prior to the first evening DSO 
concert, told the capacity crowd 
that is was the first time that 75 
per cent of the students had 
ever seen a symphony perform. 


Students were charged a 


token 25-cent charge for the 
afternoon concerts, and Nelson 
said that the money collected 
will be used for yet another 
special 
educatonal program 


that will be announced at the 
final concert next spring. 


Nelson praised the students 


who attended the afternoon 
concerts for their attentiveness, 
saying "I have as yet to witness 
a better group of students than 
we had today." 


Area school students and 


Navarro College students will 
get their opportunity to hear the 
DSO later in the mpnth^when 
they symphony returns to 
Corsicana on Oct. 20th for 
another series of student con- 
certs.

Taking the advice of City 


Attorney Glenn Stewart, the 
Corsicana City 
Commission 


voted unanimously Thursday to 
pay up to $585 in damages to 
Mrs. Willie L. Robinson for 
personal injuries and damages 
to herself and her car after an 
accident on S. 15th St. 


The accident involved the car 


driven by Mrs. Robinson and 
the repair work the city is doing 
on S. 15th. She drove her car 
into a post that was barricading 
a hole in the street, cuasing 
from |435 to $450 in damages to 
the auto and requiring her to 
spend seven hours at Memorial 
Hospital at a cost of $15. 


STEWART 
advised 
the 


commission to pay the claim on 
the 
grounds that 
his in- 


vestigation of the police report 
of the accident showed that the 
city did not have any warning 
signs preceding the barricade, 
giving Mrs. Robinson no prior 
warning of the barricade and 
bole. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


told the commission repair 
work 
on 
the 
street 
is 


progressing, that all the pilings 
needed to reinforce the street 
have been set and that the 
concrete curbing will be for- 
thcoming. 


In other action Thursday, the 


commission 
approved 
a 


realignment of fire department 


personnel, 
approved 
a 


resolution pledging to cooperate 
with an unnamed Industry and 
heard a suggestion on a possible 
way of saving money on water 
meter stops that are broken by 
citizens attempting to turn off 
their water. 


Fire Chief Duana Womack 


gained permission to reduce the 
number of classified people in 
his department by one and use 
the extra person as an in- 
spection and education officer. 


Womack said the new officer 


will spend half his time in- 
specting buildings and the rest 
of his time meeting with young 
children and elderly people, the 
two groups who have the 
highest fire death rates. 


HE SAID THE programs for 


the 
youngsters 
would 
be 


designed to Impress upon them 
the destructiveness of fires, 
citing statistics showing that 
children four to eight years of 
age are responsible for more 
fires than any other age group. 


Past efforts emphasizing fire 


equipment to the youngsters 
have only resulted In more 
fires, Womack said, saying the 
youngsters were impressed by 
the apparatus but eager to see It 
in action. 


Womack said there is a 


nationwide trend to spend more 
money on fire prevention as a 
means of saving money on fire 
extinction. 


The resolution approved by 


the commission regarding the 
location of an Industry in 
Corsicana is similar to one 
passed Monday by the county 
commission saying that the 
governing body favors the 
"concept" of the industry In- 
volved. 


The industry, whose name Is 


unknown, is represented by the 
Fantus Corp. of Chicago, a 
company which matches in- 
dustries with suitable sites. 


Following 
the 
meeting, 


Ballenger said the company 
manufactures circuit boards for 
electronic purposes and that 
employment locally could begin 
at about 50 people and Increase 
to about 150. 


BALLENGER SAID that lie 


and 
the 
city 
commission 


members and members of the 
county commission have met 
with company representatives 
within the past two weeks and 
that 
another 
meeting 
is 


scheduled for Friday. 


Billy Bob Collier told the 


commission that by opening and 
shutting the water meter stops 
once or twice a year the com- 
mission could keep them from 
freezing up and prevent their 
breakage 
when unqualified 


citizens try to turn off their 
water on the lines instead of at 
their houses. 


Ballenger said this would be a 


time-consuming operation that 
the city would be better served 


if the citizenry were made 
aware of the city's willingness 
to turn the water off for them. 


Ballenger said that during the 


day, the water department 
performs this function and that 


at night the fire department has 
a wrench to do the Job. He said 
this is a particular problem In 
the older part of town where 
there are no cutoff valves at the 
houses.
